It was iu '73, whea I was in South 
America. I've told you a story or 
two about that trip. I < ntered the 
continent by way of Panama and 
gradually worked my way down into 
Peru, traveling when and where the 
fancy seized me, and as a general 
thing keeping away from places 
where Boat other travelers spent 
their time. I didn't want to §M 
what eveiy one else had ween. I 
was looking for .something now. 
You may bo inn I found it, and a 
great deal of it. Why, it would 
take a month to tell you my si range 
experiences on that trip, and this 
ant story is only one of them. 

I went from place to place so 
deftly that I felt really proud of 
myself, until finally there was a 
misadventure In one little town I 
secured a guide who was a worthless 
vagabond, lie pretended that he 
knew all about toe country, and as 
a result we were both lout in the 
mountains two whole days, and 
were without food for one of (bote 
days. The fatigue and exposure 
brought on a severe attack of 
rheumatism in one of my ankles, 
and I found myself unable to walk 
a Step, besides suffering torments. 
In this predicament my first thought, 
was to get to the seacoast, where I 
could find some Americans in 
almost every town and where I 
could get the help of a doctor. 

Well, I started westward. The 
first day I was carried in a chair 
that was strapped on the back of 
my vagabond (he had constructed 
the chair out of viues and twigs in 
a really wonderful fashion). Be 
trotted along under my weight as 
though 1 were a mere leather ; but 
my ankle pained mo so much that I 
era* glad to find another town and 
devise a change in the programme. 
I resolved to try the journey lying 
'lown. I showed some of the vil- 
lagers bow i instruct a rnde sort 

of palanquin, or litter, and they 
managed to put it together some- 
how. With tWO men carrying it 
and with two trotting after 
us to relieve them onoe In a while, 
we started across the country. 

At the end of the first day's jour 
ney in the palanquin we put up for 
the night in a miserable little adobe 
village nestled under the edge of a 
hill. I was given a corner in the 
residence of one of the chief men (a 

little house, adobe like tin* others, 
with thick, low walls and tile cover 
ad roof), for you must, know thai 

the Peruvian builds for earthquakes, 

and doesn't want any twelve story 
skyscraper toppling about his ears 

just because the earth hap| s to 

shake a little. 

I was suffering a good deal that 
night, and so easily awakened. I 
am sure that I was the first one in 
the village who heaud the hoarse 
shouts of a man and his rapid fool 
steps as he came running down tint 
hill. Kven before that there had 
been uneasy sounds among the Oal 

tie and dogs; and I bad heard mys- 
terious echoes of flying feet, as 
through wild animals were sweep 
ing down Ihat same hill and past 
the little village. Bat it was some 
time before I could distinguish 
what it was that the man was crying 
out, so strained and frightened was 
his voice. At last I made out that 
he was shouting: •' Ants!" " Ants I" 
Of course he said It iu good Peru 
vian, but I understood it after three 
or four repetitious. Still, I did not 
know in the least what he meant ; 
and when the people began to wake 
and a great commotion arose on the 
outside, I was filled with suipi 
l'iesently the people in the douse 
where I was staying were aroused, 
and they all arose and rushed out, 
calling to one another as they went. 
I could heai men and women in the 
street loading their rude wagons 
with whatever they could gather up 
and pitch into Iheni. All over the 
town dogs were howling and bark- 
ing, and I could hear the squawk- 
ing of chickens as they were 
snatched from their roosts and tied 

and thrown Into wagons. Woman 

scolded and shrieked at one an- 
other, children cried, the dogl kept 
up an unceasing din, the oven bel 
lowed as Ihey were hitched to the 
carts. 

I had caught the infection of the 
fear, but I did not Unow what I 
ought tO be fearing. I called and 
called for some one to come ; but 
they all kept running to and fro, 
shouting to one another and work 



ing as fast as they could, without 
paying the least attention to me. 
I tried to crawl to the door; but my 
ankle had grown worse during the 
night, and the slightest motion was 
frightfully painful. 

Again I called and shouted over 
and over again for the meu who 
had hi ought, my palanquin down 
from the mountains. No answer 
came; they had Bed wi»h the others. 
Before the echoes of my voice had 
died away the to wo was silent as a 

graveyard. Not even a chicken or 
a «log was left. 1 was apparently 
the only living oraature In the vil- 
lage, and I could not doubt that 
some cruel fate awaited me. 

I lay there for half an hour, 
straining my ears to catch the 
sound of a human voico or footstep; 
but when at last a man came creep 
ing into the house, he did it so 
Stealthily that I saw him before I 
beard him. In a moment T knew 
what he wanted, lie was one of 
the natives who had braved the 
danger, whatevei it was, and had 
slipped back into the town for 
plunder. "What is the mattery 
Why has every one run awa\ 
cried, frightening him half to death 
as I spoke. 

"The ants, the ants!" he 
exclaimed. "They are coining 
straight this way ! They Will pick 
the flesh from your bones ! Why 
do you stay 5"' 

I told him 1 could not walk. I 

offered him all the money I had to 

take me on his back and carry me 
until we caught up with the party 
from the village. I promised him 
a sum which must have meant 
riches to him. lint no; he could 
not wait to walk and carry a bur- 
den, lie declare 1. He must run to 
to escape, and I would be in his 

still, my plea must, have moved 
bim a little, for without more ado 

suddenly picked mo up, put mo on 
a shelf I had seen swinging near 
the wall < ppoaite the door, hastily 
gathered up some food and a buc- 
ket of calabash of water which he 
put on the shelf beside me, and 
then lied as though his life depend 
ed OU it. 

It was nearly day, and in a little 
vhilo I could tell something about 
my surroundings. The shelf had 
been made to keep food and fruit 
away from the Ordinary household 
ante, it wast about four feet square 
and was suspended from the low 

ceiling by four ropes at the corners, 

the ropes iicing literally danbed 
with something that resembled 

tar. 

And as the drawn grew broader 
I suddenly discovered that all that 

landscape which I oonld see through 
the open door and which had been 
riotously green and beautiful when 
I came the evening before had now 
turned brown up to within a hundred 

yards of the cabin door. When i 

looked a little closer at the strange 

phenomenon, I discovered that the 
brown landscape was advancing and 
pern melting away. 

I'p to that moment I had not 
thought what all the terror of the 
people meant, bill then I under 
stood. The dreaded army ants 
were there, and I was alone in the 

midst of them I 

.Inst before the advancing line 
reached the door I heard the wel- 
come sound of a dog's bark and 
then a howl of pain, and the 
animal came dashing into the room 
Ho had escaped from the party and 
come hack to his home, and I don't 
suppose any dog ever was as wel- 
come in all t ho world, lie bounded 
up tO meet the hand I help down to 
him, for be was wild with I, 
and I caught him and pulled him 

up beside me. Together we sat and 

watched the approach ofthe enemy. 
Every green leaf and Stem and 
every blade of grass disappeared as 
the army came, as though some 
withering and blighting wind had 
passed ovai it The brown host 

marched on. Soon they wore in 
the house. Soon after the floor was 
covered With them, and they WW* 
SWarmlng OVtr every object in the 
room and devouring everything that 
OOnld be devoured. 

In a moment they began to climb 
the walls, and soon the walls Were 
a living mass of ants. And then 
they Spread out over the ceiling? 

I had not believed up to Ibis time 

that I was in the least danger; but 

when I saw how eveiy ant thai 

reached the ceiling "stiuck a bee 

for the point from which my 



shelf depended, I tell you I began 
to feel a little anxious. They saw 
that there was good dining near at 
hand, and they tried the rODCS 
again ; but the tarry substance drove 
them back. Soon there were hun- 
dreds of them crawling back and 
forth along the ceiling over my 
head, and in a very short time they 
began to congregate there in such 
numbers that I was seized with 
panic, for fear the whole mass 
would drop down upon me and 
proceed to oat me without further 
ceremony, Presently Ihey began 
to drop by twos and threes and tens. 
I killed them as fast as they fell, 
and it was not long before 1 had all 
I could attend to, and more. In 
spite of the numbers I killed, 1 was 
bitten in SO many places that I was 
kept in the greatest pain; and as 1 
had to protect the dog as well as 
myself, you may be sure 1 had my 

hands full. I have always believed 

that the ants fell accidentally, as 
they were pushed or crowded off by 
the throngs; but I couldn't pause 
then to analyze motives. At any 
rate, they were very glad when 
they found me, and Went to work 
upon me as fiercely as though they 
had discovered me in the regular 
way. Their bite was torture and I 
OOUld feel the poison throbbing 
through my whole body. It was 
far from being a pleasant experi- 
ence. How I did wonder why 
people lived in a country that was 
infested by such murderous insects! 
I wonder about thai still ; but then 
there are people who live in Lab- 
rador, for thai matter. 

All day long I fought ants, know- 
ing that my life depended on it. 
The army hail long since consumed 
everything else in the neighbor- 
hood; but they would not leave 
while 1 was almost within reach, to- 
gether with the dog. They walked 
underneath ami looked up — at 
least, I suppose they did. They 
ran up the walls and promenaded 
about the ceiling an. I looked down 
They came halfway down the ropes 
and leached the tarry line, and 
turned back in haste, to go over 
the same path again and again a 
hundred times. I was bitten all 
over, and my tlesh swelled painful- 
ly with the poison. It was not 
until the rear of the brown army 
had passed out, of sight that the 
ante in the cabin consented to give 
me Dp and went pouring out through 
crevices iu the adobe walls in pur- 
suit of the marching forces. 

I spent the night on (he shelf, for 
1 was afraid to come down leal 1 
should be airain attacked by the 
stragglers. When morning came 
and I could get out of my cramped 
position, what do jou think I 
found? Why, my rheumatism was 
gone, and 1 was as well as I am 
now. The ant bites had cured me, 
and T have never had any rheum- 
atism from that day to this. How- 
ever, 1 wouldn't recommend that 
cure to everybody. The ants have 
so little discretion. They are so 
apt to overdo the thing, you know. 

Finding the coast cleai, l started 
down the road, followed by the dog. 
About noon of the day WC came up 
with the parly from the village 
Camped on a hill and waiting until 
the ants should have left the 
country, so lh.it they could go back 
to their devastated homes and begin 
life ovoi again. When 1 went 
walking into their midst, they 
thought I was a spirit, and there 
was great running ami howling. 
The four rascals who had so basely 
deserted me kept on running, and 
are probably at it yet, as I have 
never seen them since. As for the 
i ml me, we went on to the 
coast and took passage home. Wo 
had seen enough of the country. 
Ih/ Julia Truilt Bi$K 
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New $75,Ot)0 Building for Deaf 
and Blind School. 

When the work of construction is 
completed within the next few 
weeks and the finishing touches aie 

put on the new $75,000 administra- 
tion and school building for the 
Florida Slate School for the Deaf 
and Blind located north of the city, 
one of the most modernly arranged 
and largest buildings under the 
charge of the State Hoard of Con- 
trol will have been added lo the list 
of buildings for educational pur- 
poses owned by the Slate. 

Work is now progressing most 
satisfactorily upon the building and 
it is expected that it will be 
for occupancy by Thanksgiving 
day. The school opens next Thurs- 
day, but the old buildings will be 
Used as in the past for the first few 

weeks. When the new building is 

finally occupied the present wooden 
buildings will be given up to the 
colored pupils alone, thus giving 
them more roomy quintets and bat- 
ter accommodations than at present. 
The building will be a handsome 

one when completed, it isoulytwo 
stories in height, so that in case of 

fire tin' blind pupils can be quickly 
removed from the dormitory or class 
rooms. The roof is of red tiling 
while the exterior of the building is 
finished in white stucco, with terra 
cot fa (rimming. Florida pine is 
being used in the Interior finishing 
and both interioi and exterior will 
be most attractive in appearance 
when the building is ready for 

ooonpani 

Besides a large auditorium the 

building contains the recitation 
room, music dormitories 

and offices of t)t« Institution. Eaeh 

room is so planned that it will be 
roomy and well lighted while the 
ventilation will he of I ho best The 
halls and the stairways are suffi- 
ciently Uroad to admit of the pupils 
being marched out of the building 
quickly in the event of tire. Every 
ution is taken throughout the 
building for the safety of the 
children. 

The main entrance fronts on the 

west. Tli" entrance is tiled and 
will add much to the appearance of 
the front of the building. It opens 
into a broad hallway extending 
back through the building into the 
dining loom and Other rooms 
Upon entering the office of Presi- 
dent A. II. Walker is on the left a id 
adjoining it is his private office. 
Prom bis office a telephone system 

extends to nearly every room in the 
building so that he can be in inst- 
ant communication with any of the 
teachers at any time. A system of 
Call bells ahM extends through the 

building from his office for signal' 

ling purposes. Four twelve -inch 
fire alarm gongs are located advan- 
tageously on the two floors .nd the 
alarm is turned in from the presi 
dent's office. 

Upon the right on entering the 

building is the reception room, 
while adjoining it on the south is 
the school library. In the rear on 
the first Hour is located the kitchen, 
work room and pantry. Next to it 
is the dining room which is perhaps 
the latgest room on the first (loot. 
It is intended to seat between 130 
and 140 pupils. Adjoining it is a 
smaller dining room for the use of 
the teachers alone. Opposite this 
across the hall is the linen room 
and store room. 

On the second fiOOr is located the 
large auditorium which will ha\ 
seating capacity of at least four 
bundled. The auditorium is to be 

handsomely finished. Pilasters of 

wood paneling extending across the 
plaster ceiling will add much to its 
appearance. The arch is also used 
in the decorative plan of the 
ing. The floor slants down to the 
which is twenty-four feet and 
three inches wide With a depth of 
nineteen leet. The stage is well 
filled with electric, footlights and 
side lights and will provide an ex 
eollent place for the dairying out of 

the school entertainment 

On the real of the stage will bo 
l a small pipe organ which is 
to be purchased. Four hundred 
opera chairs have been ordered for 
the equipping of the auditorium. 
Located east of this room and nexl 
to the stage are seven music rooms 
in which pianos will be placed for 



the blind pupils who take the work 
in music. 

The boys' dormitories are located 
on the north front while the girls 
will have the south front. The 
Supervisors will have rooms adjoin- 
ing each dormitory so that they can 
give constant attention to their 
charges. Bath rooms and toilets 
adjoin each. On the same floor are 
also located four sleeping rooms for 
the women teachers while a large 
bath room is provided for them. 

The rear of the south wing, both 
upstairs and down, is to be occu-' 
pied by the head of the institution, 
Prof. Walker. He will be comfor 
tably located here and wil! be in 
close touch by telephone with all 
parts of the school by day or night 
here as well as in his office on the 
first floor. 

Thete are ten recitation rooms 
scattered through the building. 
All are large and well ventilated 
and lighted. In the dormitories 
separate, accommodations are pro- 
vided for the younger boys from the 
older ones and for the younger girls 
from the older. 

The new building is connected 
with the school's artesian well and 
the water is piped through the 
building to four modern sanitary 
drinking fountains, two of which 
are located on each floor. The 
entire building is being equipped 
with a hot water heating system, 
which is supplied from the power 
house and furnaces located in the 
rear. 

Prof. Walker will be highly 
pleased when the building is com- 
pleted, for, with its erection, the 
Stale of Florida will for the fust 

time in its. history provide suitable 

accommodations for its deaf and 
blind children, who are sent to the 
school to be educated, The build 

ing, besides being well ventilated 
and providing plenty of room, is 
fireproof and insures the safety of 
the pupils. 

Ever since the school for the deaf 
ami the blind was established the 
old wooden buildings have been 
used. Their use for the entire 
school was a continual memo 
those familiar with the situation 
were always in constant dread 
possible Are. A fire started in the 
old wooden buildings would quickly 
spread, endangering the lives of 
both pupils and teachers. 

In the new building, however, all 
of this danger is eliminated. He- 
sides the perfect fire alarm s\ 
and the broad halls and stairways 
with their exits to the ground's, 
strong three-inch pipes capable of 
carrying a heavy pressure of water, 
extend throughout the building in 
the walls. Hydrants equipped 
with lire hose are placed at frequent 
intervals in each hallway. 

The appropriation for the build- 
ing was made by the legislature of 
but was not made available 
by tin- State until long afterwards. 
In addition to the $75,000 for the 
building nearly $10,000 will be ex- 
pended upon the furnishing of the 
new structure and about $5,i>. 

available for the Improvement of 

the grounds. A fence will be built 
and as much of the grounds sodded 
as possible out of this amount. 

The enrollment for the coming 
term will be the largest iu the 
school's history. Thete were ninety 
pupils enrolled last year, and this 
season there will be at least one 
hundred and more, probably about 
one hundred and ten. The pupils 
will arrive next Wednesday and 
the term will open Thursday. 

The present old wooden buildings 
will be used, but Prof. Walk, 
peers the new building to be ready 
for occupancy by Thanksgiving day. 
Much of the new furnishings have 
already arrived, but the building is 
not ready to receive them yet. 
soon as the white pupils move into 
the new quarters the old quarters 
will be given up to the negro 
students alone, thus giving them 
much batter accommodations and 
more room. 

The manual training and do- 
mestic science work will still be t 
tied on in the present quarters in the 
o'd buildings. Prof. Walker hopes 
some day to secure from the Slate a 
BUffioient appropriation for the c 
tion of a trades building in the roar 
of the new administration building 
so that every benefit can be extend- 
ed to the pupils in teaching them a 

useful trade. 

When the w« rk upon the new 
structure is completed and the 



grounds have been sodded, the 
white stucco building with its red 
tile roof will present a handsome 
appearance with the setting provid- 
ed by the green grass on the grounds 
and the background provided by 
the splendid grove of old oaks with 
their drooping moss in the rear of 
the building. But better than all 
is the fact that at last the State will 
have provided uot only better ac- 
commodations for the education of 
its deaf aud blind children but also 
for their safety while in its charge. 
With the completion of this build- 
ing it is expected that greater in- 
terest will be taken in the institu- 
tion throughout the State and that 
a much greater attendance will 
quickly result, — St. Aiujustiiit 
cord, Sept. 24. 
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In our very first story about 
Grant we learned that he did not 
always win, because the South, as 
well as the North, " have brave 
generals and true men." It is 
about one of these generals that I 
wish to tell you to-day. His real 
name was Thomas Jackson, but he 
is best known as " Stonewall" Jack- 
son. I will tell you why a little 
later. 

Jackson was a Southern boy. He 
was born at Clarksburg, West Vir- 
ginia, January '.'1st,, 1884." lie 
lived at home until he was just 
three years old. Such a wee baby! 
Too tiny to know what it meant 
when his father lay (.till and 
white with no answer for his little 
boy's prattle. Too young to miss 
when he was carried away to the 
churchyard, and the dear home saw 
him no more. 

Jackson's mother was a brave 
woman and she loved her four chil- 
dren. Hut the father had left no 
money. Mrs. Jackson taught school 
and worked at sewing, but she 
could not earn enough to buy 
clothes and food fot them all 
she had to give her children to their 
uncles and aunts. Thomas went 
to live with his uncle Cummins, 
who took the place of his own 
father, aud was very kind to his 
little nephew. 

When Thomas was eighteen 
years old, his uncle did for him 
what Grant's fathei had done for 
Grant — secured for him the appoint- 
ment at West Point. 

Would you like to know how- 
Jackson looked when he first went 
lo school? Sonic one has said. 

" He was a slender lad who 
walked rapidly, with his iiead bent 
forward; a grave, thoughtful face, 
which gave him a dull look; but 
when anything interested him or 
excited him, his form became erect, 
lus eyes Hashed like steel, and his 
smile -sweet as a girl's -would 
brighten his whole fa< 1 

For four years Jackson lived at 
West Point. His time was spent in 
Studying hooka, in drilling on the 
parade grounds, in learning war 
tactics, or iu playing games and 
having good times with his ■ 
mates. Sometimes, there among 
the green hills, he would look down 
on the blue Hudson and dream of 
ars to come when he would be 
a man and could take a man's part 
in the world. 

Jackson graduated from West 
Point in time to go to the M< 
war and tight there as did Q 
Grant. He did so well that he re- 
turned with the rank of major. 

The wailiiu came next. 

Jackson helped build the forts about 
New York harbor. He went to Flor- 
ida to settle some trouble with the 
Seminole Indians. He taught in 
the Virginia Milita :emy at 

rington. This was all 
work, but it was not of 

work to bring him great fame

son. , 

lie deserved the name, for he 
was a brave man with the courage 
that never gives up while there is a 
chance 10 light. Some one has 
said : " He was feat loss but not 
reckless." Do you know the dif- 
ference? A boy who skates where 
the ice is dangerously thin just to 
show the othei boys that " he isn't 
afraid" is reckless. The boy who 
Creeps out over the same thin ice 
and shoves a board to the one who 
has broken through and is drown- 
ing is fearless. It is reckless to 
go into danger when there is noth- 
ing of value to be won. It is fear- 
less to go into danger when tfl 
possibility of doing great good. 
Jackson saw when the 
hopeless and would not risk the 
lives of his men in a lost cause ; 
but when he could stiike a Wold 
blow at the enemy he never stop- 
ped for fear, but went straight into 
tile bat! 

If Jackson led it was most often 
Southern viotory. Along the 
Shenandoah Valley, at Gaines Mill 
and Cedar Run, his courage and 
generalship won the battle. Of 
course it was also the fighting of 
the men whose names no one re- 
members, the thousands of men wbo 
fought in the ranks. But they 
trusted Jackson and were willing 
obey orders. Were you ever on a 
steamboat t It was big and strong 
and moved so swiftly and smoothly. 
Hut suppose that man had left the 
wheel ? It would have been at the 
mercy of the rocks and wa\ 
if Jackson had left the command 
his strong army would have been at 
the mercy of the Northern guns. 

Jackson's greatest victory was 
when he captured Hatj 
with 13,1 nty 

cannon. He did not wait to 
the sin render himself. He left 
that honor toothers and marched 
all night tO help Lee in the battle 
of Antietam. Lee said that what- 
lit in this battle belonged 
to the South was due to Jackson. 

May M he fought his third battle, 
at Chaneellorville. He made at- 
tacks which the other side were not 
expecting. The Union aimy was 
forced to retreat ill tenib 
fusion. Jackson was cverywl 
in the thick of the tight encourag- 
ing his soldiers. 

1 the skirmish he and his 
aids galloped back to eamn. It 
night and his old soldiers them 
made a very sad mistake. They 
mistook him lor a Federal general 
and fired, lie received tb 
wounds. Fight days later he died.

Her father died 
in r8f,5 when she was only five years 
old, yet with her remarkable memory 
ill tells of the stories that her 
father told, reciting many of the in- 
teresting events that happened dur- 
ing the time that he was in the army. 

In 1831 Mrs. Currier was married 
and with her husband, Knoch G. 
Currier, moved to this city, taking 
up a residence on High Street in the 
just below the Timothy Dexter 
house on High Street. Six chil- 
dren came to bless the union, threeof 
whom are now living, Enoch H. 
Currier, Principal of the Deaf and 
Dumb Institute in New York; Mrs. 
h J. Goodrich and Mrs. C. 
I.cslie Currier. 

About twenty years ago when the 
children had left home, Mr. and 
Mrs. Currier went to West Newbury 
and took up their residence with 
their daughters. A year later Mr. 
Currier died. 

Mrs. Currier is an honorary 
member of the Daughters of the 
Revolution and a member of the 
Prospect Street Church of this city. 
While living in this city she was 
in elmrch work, but since liv- 
ing in West Newbury she has bees 
unable to attend as much as she 
would like to, owing to her advanc- 
ed age and the great distance.

It in proponed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Pariah 
Btlllding for St. Ann's Chureh for 
Dr.'if Milton. The present Church 
is sit iihUmI on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
I in it of the jtrcet to permit the erec- 
tion of hucIi a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
Of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of linn building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which hil name has always 
been associated. This was not par- 
miitod, and it is suggested as a 
most titling memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 

S)lot of'ground about forty-five feat 
ilong the street front and tweuty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligiouh and industrial needs of tbe 
deaf-mates of New York. The 
amount required for " The Uallan- 
ii.-t Memorial Pariah Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itielf. in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
